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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest the invention as recited by the claims filed with the 
RCE filed January 1 1 , 2008. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
suggest an apparatus for gaseous enrichment of fluids including perforated tubular 
output portions for supplying each of the gas and the fluid to the mixing container, the 
container including plural perforated walls having differently perforations within the 
various walls, and wherein either the gas flows generally parallel to the plural perforated 
walls, or the perforated tubular output portions for the gas and fluid streams are 
substantially parallel to one another. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
